MEN'S 
BASKETBALL 

After  a  rocky  start 
the  DSU  men's  basketball 
team  turned  its  season 
around  in  early  January 
and  repeated  as  the  Gulf 
South  Conference  West 
Division  regular  season 
champs.  At  one  point  the 
Statesmen  were  5-5,  just 
prior  to  beginning  league 
play,  and  then  went  on  an 
11-2  run  through  early 
February,  catapulting 
themselves  to  the  top  of 
the  West  Division  stand- 
ings where  they  would 
stay  until  the  end  of  the 
season. 

By  winning  the 
West,  coach  Steve  Rives' 
team  won  rights  to  host  the 
GSC  Tournament,  which 
included  six  teams  for  the 
first  time.  After  receiving  a 


first-round  bye,  the  home- 
standing  club  defeated 
West  Georgia  College,  95- 
93  in  double  overtime  in 
one  of  the  most  memorable 
games  in  school  history, 
putting  the  Statesmen  in 
the  finals  against  national- 
ly-ranked North  Alabama. 
DSU,  however,  would  not 
be  able  to  handle  the 
Lions'  quickness,  as  UNA 
went  on  to  an  80-65  win. 

WOMEN'S 
BASKETBALL 

The  Lady 
Statesmen  returned  to  their 
winning  ways  in  1995-96, 
and  with  a  team  comprised 
of  just  one  senior,  finished 
fourth  in  the  nation  in 
NCAA  Division  11  and 
compiled  an  impressive  27- 
6  record. 

After  an  11-0  start, 
coach  Lloyd  Clark's  squad 
lost  its  first  two  Gulf  South 
Conference  games  of  the 
season,  and  found  them- 
selves in  the  unusual  posi- 
tion of  looking  up  at  the 
rest  of  the  West  Division. 

The  Lady 
Statesmen  then  reeled  off 
six  straight  GSC  wins,  and 
would  eventually  finish 
third  in  the  conference,  but 
were  the  highest  finisher 
among  teams  eligible  for 
the  GSC  Tournament.  The 
green  and  white  entered 
the  GSC  Tournament  in 
Valdosta,  GA  as  the  No.  1 
seed  from  the  West 
Division. 

DSU  topped 
Lincoln  Memorial  84-53  in 
the  semifinal  round  and 
then  crushed  Central 
Arkansas  86-68  in  the 
championship  to  earn  their 


10th  trip  to  the  NCAA 
Division  II  Tournament. 

The  Lady 
Statesmen  were  defeated  in 
the  semi-final  round  by 
three-time  defending 
national  champions,  North 
Dakota  State.

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DSU  BASEBALL: 
BANNER  SEASON 


The  Delta  State  Baseball  Team  finished  its  remark- 
able season  at  Patterson  Field  in  Montgomery,  Alabama  at 
the  site  of  the  Division  11  College  World  Series.  The 
Statesmen  won  two  ganies  in  the  series  and  finished  third 
place  in  the  nation,  they  opened  against  the  University  of 
Tampa  and  beat  them  8-4.  The  next  game  was  lost  to  St. 
Joseph's  college  of  Indiana  7-6,  then  they  beat  Tampa  a 
second  time  11-10  and  finally  lost  to  the  eventual  national 
champion,  Kennesaw  State  Georgia  3-1. 

Before  the  World  Series,  the  team  traveled  to  the 
South  Central  Regional  Tournament  in  Abilene,  Texas 
where  they  defeated  the  host  team  Abilene  Christian 
twice  and  Wingate  College  once.  These  regional  wins  pro- 
pelled the  team  to  the  World  Series. 

DSU  also  hosted  and  won  the  Gulf  South 
Coitference  Tournament  in  April.  The  final  game  between 
the  Statesmen  and  the  University  of  Alabama-Huntsville 
was  won  in  dramatic  fashion  on  a  ninth  inning  three  run 
home  run  by  Rodney  Batts  to  win  13-12.  DSU  trailed  most 
of  the  final  GSC  game  and  at  one  point  in  the  contest 
were  behind  8-1 .  the  GSC  Tournament  at  DSU  and  Ferriss 
Field  was  one  of  the  best  and  well-hosted  GSC  tourna- 
ments ever.  The  superb  field,  conditions,  abundant 
crowd,  smell  of  barbecue,  perfect  weather,  and  the  addi- 
tion of  lights  to  Ferriss  Field  provided  an  atmosphere  sec- 
ond to  none. 

The  Statesmen  broke  several  single  season  records 
including  best  winning  percentage,  most  wins,  and  fewest 
losses  in  a  single  season.  The  final  record  was  53  wins 
and  only  8  losses.  No  team  had  ever  won  more  than  46 
games.  Pitcher  David  Townsend  of  Madison  was  named 
Player  of  the  Year  and  Pitcher  of  the  Year  in  Division  11  as 
well  as  achieving  First  Team  All-American  honors  with  a 
record  of  16-1.  Catcher  Jason  Page  of  Starkville,  also 
received  First  Team  All  American  honors  by  leading  the 
team  in  hitting  with  a  .383  average.  Head  Coach  Bill 
Marchant  was  named  Gulf  South  Conference  Coach  of 
the  year,  while  he  admits  he  couldn't  do  it  all  without  the 
help  of  three  year  assistant  coach  Mike  Kinnison.

Child  Care:  Dsu 
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The  Delta  State  Child 
Development  Center  has  a  long  and 
proud  history  of  service  to  the  uni- 
versity and  the  community.  In  1942, 

Miss  Minnie 
Patton,  an  associ- 
ate professor  in 
Home  Economics 
at  Delta  State 
College,  orga- 
nized a  nursery 
school,  which 
offered  half  day 
educational  expe- 
riences for 
preschoolers  and 
was  housed  in  the 
Home  Economics 
Department  in 
Bailey  Hall.  Miss 
Patton  served  as 
director  the  first 
year. 
In  1950 
Mrs.  Velma 
Hamilton  became 
the  director  and 
held  that  position 
until  the  mid-sev- 
enties. The  nurs- 
ery school,  which 
was  later  named 
the  Child 
Development 
Center,  serv^ed 
children  two  to 
four  years  old 
and  provided 
Home  Economics 
students  the 
opportunity  to 
observe  normal, 
healthy  children 

in  a  play  situation. 

Many  alumni  of  Delta  State 

may  remember  their  first  years  at 

Delta  State  as  a  member  of  one  of  the 

nursery  school  classes  taught  by  Mrs. 

Hamilton  and  others. 

As  needs  of  families  changed 

over  the  yars,  the  Division  of  Home 


Economics  endeavored  to  meet  the 
new  challenges  of  working  families. 
In  1981,  Dr.  Sarah  Jordan,  Chair  of  the 
department,  received  Title  XX  fund- 


ing to  operate  an  all  day  program  for 
children.  The  goal  of  this  program 
was  to  offer  care  and  learning  experi- 
ences to  children  of  students,  faculty 
and  staff.  With  the  addition  of  the 
Child  Care  Center,  service  was 
increased  to  include  children  in  the 
community  at  a  time  when  child  care 


was  scarce.  In  1982,  the  Center  began 

offering    infant    care    to    families. 
Both  children's  programs 

espoused  the  philosophy  that  chil- 
dren develop  best  in 
a  warm  and  caring 
play  environment. 
While  quality  care 
remains  the  corner- 
stone for  the  pro- 
gram, the  cetner 
underscores  the 
importance  of  pro- 
viding a  nurturing 
environment,  which 
fosters  growth  and 
development  and 
assists  each  child  in 
reaching  his  fullest 
potential. 

Today  the 
Hamilton- White 
Child  Development 
Center  serves  61 
children  ages  six 
weeks  to  five  years. 
Approximately  45 
child  development 
students  from  the 
Division  of  Family 
and  Consumer 
Science  (formerly 
Home  Economics) 
majors  gain  experi- 
ence in  working 
with  preschool  chil- 
dren in  a  super- 
vised environment. 
The  center  is  also 
available  to  stu- 
dents majoring  in 
Social  Work,  Speech 
&  Audiology, 

Special  Education  and  other  related 

fields.
